cigar. Last night, on the stage of 
the Criterion Theater, Mrs. Minnie 
Maddern Fiske really smoked two 
cigars, very long and black. In ad- 
dition, in the second act, she wore 
the garments common to the sterner 
sex, and the smart, artistic set of 
France in the early 1830s. 

Mrs. Fiske accomplished these 
two feats, new to her, in the process 
of creating the role of Armantine 
Lucile Auroro, Baroness Dudevant, 
alias George Sand, in Phillip Moel- 
ler’s three-act drama, ‘“Madamie 
Sand.” It has to be said that her 
performance of this trying part was 
highly entertainme, thoroughly 
artistic and far less sensational than 
might be expected from the inci- 
dentals just made of recurd here. 

Mr. Moeller said in his frief cur- 
tain speech after the seccnd act that 
Mrs. Fiske had made his play. The 
declaration was Hterally true. This 
fine actress brought to the title role 
intelligence, spirit, fervor and cour- 
age, this final quality being essen- 
tial to the coarser phases of a char- 
acter which the dramatist had por- 
trayed with the extreme of frank- 
ness. 


A Seeker for “Copy.” 

Calling his piece a _ biographical 
comedy, Mr. Moeller had made it 
rather, it seemed, an ironic com- 
edy. He displayed a George Sand, 
who, appearing to hold life as all 
passion, treated it as all “‘copy.” He 
dictated a scenario for her next 
novel at the supper table with her 
lover. He interrupted a love tete-a- 
tete to make note of a fine phrase. 
He must remember her farewell to 
De Musset for a scene in her book. 
And this concept that of one who, 
changing her love with frequency, 
was always a utilitarian in love, was 
the concept to which Mrs. Fiske act- 
ed faithfully. This involved some 
loss to the ordinary idea of George 
Sand. For one thing, it made her 
a woman whose fascination for men, 
and particularly for the boyish De 
Musset, it was impossible fo under- 
stand. 
In frankness was the chief clever- 
ness of Mr. Moeller’s dramatic work. 
The lines that made the laughs were 
those bespeaking the laxness and the 
pervading immorality of the times in 
which they were ostensibly played. 
The play itself reeked of these times 
and their customs. This is to say 
that it was truth. But the value of 
such truth, for the purposes and the 
literature of the open stage, may be 
a just subject of depate. 
Mrs. Fiske was most capably sup- 
ported by Jose Ruben, who looked 
and langu‘whed and finally repented 
in the role of Alfred de Musset. Fer- 
dinand Gottschalk as Heine, Owen 
Meech as Liszt and Alfred Cross as 
Chopin, were among the other prin- 
cipals taken from life. Into the 
Venice scene, after the elopement 
with De Musset, a Dr. Pagello was 
introduced as the poet’s successor in 
the heart of the changeful George, 
and this poet was played by John 
Davidson. 

Scenes and Characters. 

The scenes of ‘“‘Madame Sand” are 
mounted, by acts, in the Latin Quar- 
ter of Paris, in an apartment in Ven- 
ice and in the Baron de Rothschild’s 
reception room in Paris. Into the 
first act, on the eve of the elope- 
nmrent to Venice, Alfred de Musset’s 
mother, played by Muriel Hope, in- 
truded herself in the endeavor to 
save her boy. The argument by which 
Madame Sand induced her to go, 
leaving Alfred and George her bless- 
ing, was one of the things in Mr. 
Moeller’s play that one could not 
find out. 
A concealed orchestra played deli- 
cate musical numbers by Mozart, 
Chopin, Mendelssohn, Beethoven and 
Liszt. Through these the large audi- 
ence, which cheered Mrs. Fiske to the 
echo, chatted with diverting ind‘{ffer- 
ence.

GERMAN SOCIALISTS CONDEWN 
PRESENT PLAN OF ANNEXATION 


Scheidemann and Ebert Express 
Fear Pressure Will Force Russia 

; | to Become Military State. 

' COPENHAGEN, Nov. 20.—Philip 
Scheidemann and Friedrich Ebert, 
German Socialist leaders, before 
large meetings in Dresden and Elber- 
_feld, yesterday, demanded that the 


German and Austrian Governments 
abandon their plans for annexation 
under the guise of protectorates of 
Poland, Lithuania and the Baltic 
provinces, and accept the peace offer 
of the Russian Bolsheviki. 

Scheidemann said Germany would 
be endangered and the proposed gen- 
eral disarmament and lasting peace 
placed in jeopardy if Russia should 
be forced by German pressure to be- 
come a military state. He expressed 
pleasure at general condemnation 
within the Central Empires of the 
plan to make the Austrian Emperor 
King of Poland and invest the Ger- 
man Emperor with the mantle of 
Duke of Courland and Prince of Lith- 
uania. 

Ebert proposed resolutions of soli- 
Garity with the Russian Maximal- 
ists, and declared German labor must 
do its duty to force the Government 
to make an unambiguous affirmative 
answer to the proposals of the Bol- 
sheviki.

WASHINGTON DENIES U, S$. 
HAS SEIZED AZORES ISLANDS 


German Vice Admiral Had Issucd 
Statement That America Had 
Erected Fortifications. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Official 
denial is made of the report that the 
United States has taken possession of 
the Azores. Receipt of cable dis- 
patches that German Vice Admiral 
Kirchhosef had made such an esser- 
tion recalled to adniinistration of- 
ficials rumors denied some time ago. 

The Azores belong to Portugal, 
one of the nations allied against Ger- 
many, and whatever military use 
may have been made of them in 
combatting German submarines 
would be a part of Portugal's con- 
tribution to the common _ cause 
against the enemy. Officials offereu 
no comment on Kirchhosef's state- 
ment that military use had been 
made of them. 


AMSTERDAM, Nov. 20.—Writing 
in the Berlin Neuestate Nachrichten, 
German Vice Admiral Kirchhosef 
says: 

“The United States has established 
herself in the Azores and construct- 
ed fortifications at Punta del Gada. 

“The Azores are connected . with 
both mainlands by cable, wireless 
stations which have long ranges are 
assisting in constant communication 
between the army, the’ transport 
fleet and the home Government. A 
further aim of the American Gov- 
ernment in this connection is its de- 
sire to control the great trade route 
from Europe and North Africa to 
the Panama Canal. By the posses- 
sion of the Azores, the United States 
will be able to threaten the most 
important German world ship routes 
and interfere with connections with 
Germany's colonial possessions.”

HOARDING USABLE LAND. 


| In urging that our Government offer oppor- 
|tunity for every American soldier to become the 
owner of a farm after the war, Senator Harding 
of Ohio calls attention to conditions which should 
be dealt with while the war is on. 

“Vast quantities of good farming land,” says 
Senator Harding, “near the best markets in the 
world are not cultivated. In New England there 
are 30,000,000 acres of unused land that might 
be growing crops. He adds that there are 350,- 
000,000 acres in the middle states, much of it 
in the very outskirts of populous cities. In the 
Pacific coast states there are 180,000,000 acres of 
unused fertile lands. Altogether the usable un- 
used land reaches the enormous acreage of 500,- 
000,000. 

Why should this land lie idle during the war, 
when we have need for every acre that will pro- 
duce food for ourselves and our allies? What 
is the reason that a great part of it, especially 
that part lying in the outskirts of cities and 
near the best markets, is not in use? 

The reason is know to all men. All the unused 
land contiguous to populous centers and near 
the best markets is held for speculation. Thou- 
sands of acres within the borders of cities are 
held unused and unimproved for speculative pur- 
poses. Thousands are inadequately improved and 
only partly used, just enough to return interest 
and taxes. The rising prices of land in and near 
populous centers and in well-settled states make 
the holding of land without use profitable on ac- 
count of low taxes. Improvements representing 
working capital and labor devoted to uses profita- 
ble to the public are heavily taxed, but the land 
‘itself which is the original source of all wealth 
‘and of all commodities necessary to public sus- 
‘tenance and manufacture is lightly taxed and 
| Speculators are permitted to keep a vast acreage 
; out of use. 

Under pressure of war expenses and war needs

FRIENDS OF GEEMAN DEMOCRACY. 


A local branch of the Friends of German 
Democracy has been organized at the University 
of Missouri by Prof. Meyers of the chair of 
psychology. 

The membership of this society has shown a 
rapid increase in recent months. In New York 
the Friends are already engaged in useful acti 
ities from which large benefits are looked for. 
A newspaper devoted to its aims is published 
in Switzerland and is said to have gained a com 
siderable clandestine circulation in Germany 
itself. 

To what objects can German-Americans, and 
especially the German-American press, in the 
United States more worthily give support and 
publicity? In the case of Cuba’s long struggle 
for freedom, we saw how enormously hopeful ef- 
fort at home could be lent moral assistance by 
sympathizers abroad. That is an experience that 
has been many times repeated in the case of 
peoples seeking relief from oppressive institu- 
tions under their own Governments. 

A league in which practically all persons of 
German blood outside of Germany should join to 
promote free institutions and genuine representa- 
tive government in Germany could be of immense 
service in the existing crisis. ~It could speak 
with a peculiarly authoritative and appealing 
voice to the brethren still under the military 
autocracy. It could hasten the conditions on 
which alone practical peace terms depend. The 
substantial forms of aid it might extend to the

It enables, 
the land speculators and holders to make huge | 
profits on the fundamental necessity of 
people. 

The Government is stimulating production and 
is urging the people to utilize every acre of land | 
to it fullest productive capacity to save the Ameri- | 
can people and their allies from hunger and sur- 
render to the enemy on account of hunger. Every- 
thing is staked on production. The Government 
forbids hoarding of necessaries and forces ac- 
cumulated stocks into the market. 

Yet it permits hoarding of land, the funda- 
mental factor in production for profitable specu- 
lation. No increased taxes are levied upon the 
vast wealth locked up in hoarded lands. 

What is the obvious, the wise, the necessary 
thing for the Government to do? Manifestly to 
bring these unused lands into use and make them 
serve the pressing needs of the Government and 
the people. 

They can be brought into use by levying a just 
tax on umused land. We can put a surtax on 
unused land which will either bring into the pub- 
lic treasury a fair share of the speculative value 
of the land or force it into the market for those 
who can and will utilize it. 

By levying taxes on unused agricultural lands 
we can vastly increase the average of produc- 
tion. By levying taxes on unused mineral and 
fuel lands we can break the fuel and mineral mo- 
nopolies and assure adequate productio& of these 
vital necessaries. By levying taxes on all natural 
resources now monopolized or hoarded we can 
assure an abundance of all the products needed for 
the economical sustenance of the people and for 
the successful conduct of the war.

GRAFT IN WAR BENEVOLENCES. | 

An army and navy bazar held in New York 
must be deemed a rather unusual success, as such 
things go. 

It lasted from Oct. 27 to Nov. 5 and the total 
receipts were $71,475.93. However, the net re- 
turns were only $1509.92, of which one-half, under 
the terms of the contract, went to a manager, | 
leaving out of the $71,475.93 contributed by the | 
public only $754.96 to be applied to the pro-| 
fessed object of “brightening the lives of the | 
fighters.” 

The largest single item in revenue was $45,184 | 
for advertising in the program. Did merchants | 
and others who paid from $200 to $500 a page for 
such meager publicity as was obtainable from 
those advertisements know that exactly one-half 
of their payments went to a solicitor, or $22,592 
in all? Revenue from other sources was algo 
divided on a 50-50 basis between “brightening | 
the lives of the fighters” and brightening the | 
lives of shrewd exploiters.

It is the nearest to the sun ofall the 
planetary bodies, being just 28,500,- 
000 miles distant at one time of the 
year. Perhaps that seems like a 
rather long distance, but it is cf 
small consequence when compared 
with the 93,000,000 miles which sep- 
arate our own planet from the sun. 
And Mercury gets something like six 
and a half times as much heat from 
the sun as we do in this world. 

That very fact would seem to prove 
that human beings could not exist 
upon the planet Mercury. But ad- 
vanced astronomers have concluded 
that Mercury may have a different 
kind of atmosphere from our own 
earth which would counterbalan7ze 
the tremendous heat. Certainly, we 
could not live in any place that wus 
six and a half times as hot as our 
own. In fact, we could not live upon 
Mercury .at all. For the force of 
gravity on that planet is computed 
to be only one-third that upon this 
old ball of earth, which would mean 
that a body weighing 200 pounds 
here would weigh just 66 2-3 pounds 
on Mercury!

COTTON RALLIES SHARPLY 
AFTER AN EARLY DECLINE 


NEW YORK. Nov. 2). ~The cotton market 
Ovened alt a decline of 4 to 17 points today 
under realizing attracted bv the advance of 
yesterday. Wall street houseS were the sei!- | 
ers, while offerings were absorbed at a de- 
cline by the buying of spot house brokers 


and covering promoted by ths hope of larger 
exports. ' 
Private cables attributed the easier ruling 


of Liverpool to an improvement in the freight 
situation and said the British Government 
authorities had allotted 40,000 tons of ship- 
ping to the cotton trade for December as 
compared with 25,000 tons for November. 

This led to talk of narrower differences be- 
tween New York and Liverpool and the mar- 
ket here ruled steady after the call, with 
January working up from 27.7%c to 27. 90c. or 
back to within one point of last night's clos- 
ing figures. 

The early advance extended to 28.08c for 
January and 27.Tlc for March, with active 
months selilng 1 to 12 points above last 
night's closing figures. Realizing became 
more active at the 2Se level for January, 
causing reactions of 10 to 12 points late in 
the morning, while there were reports also 
of an easier spot basis in the Eastern belt.
